State Health Department 
to Launch Cleanup Drive 
Against Syphilis June 1 


Little Rock, May 3 — Approxi- 
mately seven out of every hundred 
Hempstead County residents have 
syphillis or some other venereal 
disease and the 
U. 
S. 
Public 
Health Service has joined with the 
Arkansas State Board of Health in 
a statewide campaign to do some- 
thing about it. 


Starting June 1, this double-bar- 
reled attack on Syphillis the Sleep- 
er, a recognized cause of insanity, 
heart disease, babies born 
blind 
and 
many other of 
mankind's 
ills, is going to send — health au- 
thorities hope — at least 5,000 
Arkansawyers to see their doctors 
and local health departments. 


Although the test for syphilis is 
comparatively simple, a few drops 
of blood examined by an expert. 
Mr. Avergae Man and his 
wife 
apparently nurse a 
notion 
that 
"they are immune. Consequently 
many a victim of the 
corrosive 
killer sits idly by until too late. 


Dr. T. T. Koss, state health of- 
ficer, kicked off the campaign with 
the announcements; that Arkansas 
health workers and 
physicians 
have found more cases 
ot"v con- 
genital syphilis than have been 
found in any other 
state 
but 
happily, Arkansas has the 
best 


facility in the nation for treating 
syphilis — the Hot Springs Medi- 
cal Center. 
"Syphilis can be cured in 
its 
early stages by the use of pencil- 
lin," said Dr. Ross. "Even in ad- 
.vanccd cases this drug can 
and 
will stop the damage and arrest 
the case. Our problem here in Ar- 
kansas is to discover the folks who 
have syphilis — and 
who 
can 
be sure he hasn't got it 
without 
taking a blood testv — and to tell 
them the score." 
The score is simply this, warned 
Dr. Ross: if infected go either to 
a private physician or take advan- 
tage of the free hospitalization and 
treatment at the Hot Springs Ra- 
pid Treatment Center, a matter of 
from five to eight days.

Memorial Day, Born in South, Is Now Global 


Memorial Day, fittingly enough, 
was 
inspired 
by the 
South, 


whose countrysl^ was the chief 
battleground of the War Be- 
tween the States. 
In March, 


1868, Mrs. John A. Logan, wife 
•of 
the famous Union 
com- 


mander, visited battlefields in 
Virginia. She was particularly 
touched by the way graves of 
Confederate dead were decorat- 
ed with flowers and tiny Confed- { 
erate flags. General Logan . . j 


.. . was much interested in her 
account, agreed it was a beauti- 
ful custom and, as Commander- 
in-Chlef of the Grand Army of 
the Republic, issued his famous 
General Order No. 11, designat- 
ing May 30, 1868, as the day 
when the G. A. R. should dec- 
orate graves of comrades who 
died in' defense of their country. 
The 
order 
was 
obeyed by 


G. A. R. posts, and by May 30, 


the next year . . . 


. . . Memorial Day was fully established as a regular institution 
through most of the country. Because of its original purpose—' 
the decoration of soldiers' graves—Us formal observance had a 
military aspect from the first. For many years the day was in 
charge of the G. A. R. posts ,of every community. 
Observance 


consisted of a military and civic parade to the cemetery for ap- 
propriate exercises. 
Leading citizens and outstanding veterans 


made memorial addresses. A flag was placed en every soldier's 
grave, which was strewn with flowers. Firing squads volleyed 
over the graves as the bugler sounded "Taps." Today the exer- 
cises are much the same, except that the American Legion is In 
charge and the parade now includes civic officials, Boy Scouts, Girl 
Scouts and fraternal organizations. Also Memorial Day's scope . . .
